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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that while Nakagiri discloses 
an intermediate image, Nakagiri does not disclose display of the final stage image (pages 2-3). The examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
applicant acknowledges that Nakagiri provides a final image in the form of a printed image (page 3). Therefore, the final image is 
presented to a user. Additionally, the intermediate file is capable of being edited, thereby allowing a user to modify the file before 
generating a final electronic file, which is displayed in thumbnail view, before passing the file to the printer (column 9, line 13- column 10, 
line 27). For these reasons, this argument is not persuasive. 
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
